An accident which will result In 


the death of at least one man and ser- 
Jously Injured seven others occurred 
this morning at 10:45 o'clock on the 
Jancsvlllo and Southeastern branch 
of tho C. M. & St. P. R. R. one mile 
•east of Tloga, a station seventeen 
miles east of Janesville. 


The section crew under the super- 


vision of W. W. Bond of 
Chicago, 


road master and H. E. Carroll of Chi- 
•cago train master, woro unloading a 
dump car of gravel on a curve In the 
road, where there Is a thirty-foot fill 
rip-rapped with stones. 


.At the time of tlin accident there 


•were In tho car, Road Master Bond. 
Foreman John Coakley of Belolt and 
six men. 
The car stood on a slant 


.being'on a-curve and for some rea- 
son, not explained the upper side of 
the car was unloaded first leaving tho 
lower side of the-car with a load In It. 
This made the car top heavy 
and 


without an Instant's warning it tipped 
•over down the dump. 


Thrown Into the Air 


The eight men In tho car were 


thrown Into' the air like they had 
fceen standing on spring hoards and 
landed In all sorts of positions on the 
stones that formed the bank of the 
dump. 
At first It was thought that 


several of them were dead, but they 
gradually came to and It was found 
that only two of them were In Immedl 
ate danger. >

back of his head and sustained a bad
